continued work on the Wilson bill, but 
did not make such. progress tie to justify 
the chairman in calling a meeting of 
the full committee for Monday. There 
is little room for doubt that the commit- 
tee 1ms virtually decided upon a duty 
upon coal, iron ore, lead ore and many 
other articles on the free list in the 
Wileon bill, but the committee refuse to 
make an ollicinl announcement until the 
bill is presented us a whole. Among 
other articles on which nitea of duty 
have been decided upon are wince, fruits 
uud nuts. Senator White of California 
complained of the rates lixed by the 
house bill. The Wilson bill provided 
that no still wines in casks should pay a 
higher rnte of duty than 10 per cent, 
ad valorem. Senator White represented 
to the committee that under this pro- 
vision cheap French clarets would be 
admitted almost free, and ho secured 
the promise of an amendment striking 
out the ad valorem clause, and provid- 
ing tiiat such wines, when containing 
less tlitin 14 per cent, alcohol, shall bo as- 
sessed at the specific rate of iJOccntB, and 
those containing more than 14 per cent, 
51) cents per gallon. He lias also ob- 
tained a concession providing for the 
duty upon spirits in which cherries are 
preserved. 
The amendment secured 


cntir rate wbirh puts domestic cherry 
preserves on an equal footing with the 
imported. Important changes were also 
made in tliu fruit schedule, and prac- 
tically all dried fruit a have been put on 
the game footing as raisins, upon which 
a, duty of !}£K por pound is fixed by 
the Wilson bill. As amended by the 
senate committee it will raise Xante cur- 
rants, ligs and prunes to this level. 
Under the Wilson bill the rate on 
prunes is '20 per (rent ud valorem, which 
would be about •!/] c per pound, HUB 2 per 
cent ad valorem, equal to Ic per pound, 
and /-ante currants ] per cent ad valo- 
rem, or about \fa per pound. 


Henator White made a special effort 


in the matter of /ante currants, claim- 
ing that they were really grapes, and it 
is understood that he convinced the 
committee of the correctness of his 
views. The (.ircek minister has made 
vigorous proluetii against these changes 
on fruits, but he claimed that the duty 
rate proposed is not HO great as is im- 
posed in Greece upon the same importa- 
tions.

liad accepted the rcrtignation of Glad- 
stone, and that her majesty had sum- 
moned Lord Koscberry and offered him 
the post of prime minister, and also an- 
nounced that Lord lloBobcrry had ac- 
cepted tho position. It is freely asserted 
tonight that Uosebcrry and the liberal 
[tarty will have to face a grave crisis 
ifter tho retirement of Mr. Gladstone. 
In addition to the strong objection en- 
tertained by n large section of the new 
radical party to the addition of a peer 
UB successor to Gladstone, there is a 
soreness umong the more moderate lib- 
erals at the cavalier manner in whic.h 
Gladstone has treated his colleagues in 
the mutter of bis resignation.

Wounded. 


DUEL 
BETWEEN 
LEGISLATORS 


Members of the Mississippi Legisla- 


ture Engage iu a Street 


Fight. 


Three Legislators Killed. 


KOLCIUSCO, Miss., March 3.— Rev. W. 


P. Katcliffe, a populist in the Mississ- 
ippi legislature, shot and killed S. A. 
Jackson, a Democratic member, today. 
Two other members were also killed at 
the same time. 


This place was thrown into tho great- 


est exc itoment to-day by the deadly en- 
counter between W. 1*. Ilatcliff, editor 
of the Alliance .Vindicator, and S. A. 
iTackBOn, the newly-elected state repre- 
sentative from this county, in which the 
latter was killed. Sam Ilussell, a by- 
stander, received a stray shot in the 
mouth, killing him instantly, and Will 
Sanders, another outsider, was shot 
through the thigh and will die. The 
two latter are young farmers. The af- 
fair grew out of a reply by Jackson in 
the Kosciusko Star denouncing RatclifF 
for publishing in his paper that he 
(Jackson) voted in caucus at the late 
meeting of tho Legislature for a Populist 
for United States senator. 


Jackson and Kalliff met in front of 


tho sheriff's ollico. A light ensued, in 
which Itatliff got Jackson down on the 
floor. The crowd .pulled Rutliff away 
and as soon as Jackson arose two shots 
rang out, one, it is thought, from Jack- 
son and one from Kalcliff without effect. 


Uefore tho men had time to fire again 


Sheriff Love caught ItutclifT and was 
taking him across the yard when Jack- 
son came out and came upon the party 
witli Katdiff and thuu bu^an the duel, 
each firing about three shots, one of 
which hit Jackson in the head, killing 
him instantly, and two other shots sup- 
posed to be from Katcliff's pistol killing 
younn Russell and mortally wounding

It is Claimed to be a Non-Partisan 


Organization. 


The man who takes advanced grounds 


or lives in thought ahead of his time, is 
generally termed u "crank," and people 
are advised by an unknowing world and 
the ignorant not to take any stock in his 
supposed wild vagaries and untenable 
theories. In looking back over tho hia- 
tors of the past we see many illustra- 
tions on this point. Those who hnvo 
worked the hardest, and with the great- 
est eolf denial, for humanity, tho ad- 
vancement of science, and of civilization, 
often suffered contumely and endured 
the persecutions of bigotry and ignor- 
ance. 


After a while when they have ceased 


to be and their form has mouldered into 
dust, maybe the true worth of such men 
IB at last diacovercd. Then, oh yes! 
they are held up to tlio world as hene- 
factory, statues arc eroded and Hongs of 
praise arc sung In their memory. How 
it hatt been in tho past it is now, and 1 
premium always will bu to H great ex- 
tent in tho future. This observation ap- 
plies with equal force to certain individ- 
uals and organizations that have sprung 
into existence as occasion demands, and 
arc now laboring for the bettering of 
conditions, uplifting ot the races and tho 
advancing alt along the lino of thought 
and action. Tho Farmers' Alliance and 
Industrial Union has not escaped this 
pernicious spirit in human nature, but 
lias passed through this trying ordeal of 
calumny, vitujtoration, 
criticism and 


ridicule, and yet, notwithstanding all 
this, has come out with flying colors, 
and is still in tho lead in its particular 
lino of thought. For tho 
benefit of 


those who may not know and have 
been misinformed I will state briefly tho 
objects and aims of the alliance, what 
it lias done, is doing and hopes to accom- 
plish in the future. UB aims are "to 
elevate man by blending together more 
intimately the tit-s of brotherhood in the 
social life and to render tho lives of 
farmers and laborers more attractive, 
country life leas lonely and more social, 
and to better our financial condition. 
The motto of the order is, "In things 
essential, unity; and in all things, 
charity." While it is in no Reuse parti- 
san, it deals with and discusses political 
inestions and the economies. 1'olitics 
is nothing more than public business, 
and the American farmer is too intelli- 
gent to lie blinded very long by intense 
Lwrt'isanism, and consequently the alli- 
ance holda itself aloof and far beyond 
the pale of party spirit. Principle and 
equal and exact justice to all is the 
foundation 011 which it rests and pro- 
poses to stand. Tho work and good this 
order has accomplished can hardly bo 
computed by numbers. It has brought 
about a unity of purpose and action 
among the farmers and producers that 
is simply astounding to the old school of 
politicians, who have always asserted 
that organization on tho part of the pro- 
ducing class was impossible and could 
never flourish to any great extent. It 
shows plainly that the spirit of co-opera- 
tion is more active and tlie knowledge 
uf interdependence is more keenly felt 
now than ever before. Tho people of 
whole states have united on a common 
purpose 
for the general good with 


greater case and facility than small com- 
munities of a few years ago. Note the 
South Carolina dispensary law, which 
was in the main brought about by tho 
education, influence and work of the 
alliance. This law has met with oppo- 
sition from almost every source. Its 
constitutionality has been tested in all 
the courts; newspapers advocated open 
resistance to its enforcement, and cor- 
porate power and tlie saloon element 
hurled its bitterest denunciations and 
used every conceivable method to crip- 
plu its force; yet Governor Till man in 
his recent message says that drunken- 
ness in twenty-two towns has decreased 
nearly one-half since its enactment, com- 
pared with previous years before it be- 
came a law. This is a good showing. 
The alliance and the friends of this re- 
form feel greatly encouraged and a ty that 
they liavti struck the leiul that is going to 
revolutionize the entire liquor trallic. 
In education, co-operation and state 


control of an industry it iw is an invalu- 
able object lesson us showing what can 
be done. Aa an educational factor this 
order is in tho front. It has placed the 
industrial classes on a higher plane of 
thought throughout the entire land. 
Tho thousands of lodges arc wrestling 
with problems that affect tho welfare 
and injury of nations. In co-operative 
buying and selling it has introduced 
certain systems that will be perfected 
and eventually prevail. In a social and 
fraternal way it has verily bridged over 
tho bloody chasm. Through its frater- 
nal organizations it lias united the 
north, south and west as no set of men 
or political party could possibly have 
done. The leaven of this order is work- 
ing through society and is deeply em- 
bedded in the bed-rock 
of current 


thought. It hopes in the future to per- 
fect its various systems and bring about 
a better understanding between man 
and man, enlarge his sphere of useful- 
ness, extend the spirit of co-operation 
instead of competition, and lastly, but 
not least, create and develop a brotherly 
feeling for your fellowman. Iteforms 
never go backward; they recede only to 
gather renewed force. With lightning 
rapidity wo live hi a time of wondors. 
New discoveries 
in tho realms of 


thought, of science, and of the adminis- 
tration of political affairs, are flashed 
from mind to mind almost as eoon as 
brought to light. So, my brother, fill 
up the ranks, see that you get in line, 
and cast no stumbling block in the 
pathway of progress.

What wo need most in our monetary 
ystein is that our silver be received 
hroughout the world on a par with 
gold, tho relative value of each to bo dc- 
eniiirtcd by the ratio of production and 
iso aa money. This can bo and will in 
all probability bo accomplished in the 
icar future, through a monetary confer- 
ence between nations. This accom- 
riished, and the balance of our financial 
system will regulate itself. It only re- 
nains, then, to legislate in such a man- 
ner to secure cheaper interest. Do tuis, 
quit tinkering with our tariff laws, and 
regulate by law the rates and charges of 
,ransportation companies and telegraph 
incs, and brinj: under better govern- 
nental control all corporate bodies, and 
you have solved the problem ot govern- 
ment so far as it relates to the present 
depressed condition of our industrial 
classes. Money will then How as freely 
and plentifully into the channels of 
!,rado as even our People's Party friends 
could desire, anil individual ambition 
will not be reduced to a scramble for 
poli ical place as it would be under their 
scheme of state socialism.
